HARON (Pa.) March 21.—[(Exclu- 
sive Dispatch.) An arrest of a 
woman in the Whitla. kidnaping 
case is near this morning, and with 
it is expected to come the clearing up 
of the mystery of the affair and the 
return of “Billy” Whitla to his parents. 
Preparations for the captere were 
made at midnight, when one of the 
armed troopers of the Pennsylvania 
State constabulary, who has been 
shadowing a woman who is believed to 
be the leader of the gang that kid- 


\naped the boy, called upon Chief Crain 


of the Sharon police for aid. The 
trooper informed the official he be- 
Heved that he hag sufficient evidence 
to take the woman into custody, but 
wanted 'to be sure that her confeder- 
ates could not escape. It was to get 
them that he asked fur assistance. The 
woman is said to have conducted the 
negotiations for the $10,000 ransom 
sought by the gang. ' 
Men were immediately sent from 
Sharon to help the trooper, whose 
whereabouts was not reveaied, but who 
is known to be within a few miles of 
this city. 

“It would have been difficult for 
conspirators to have chosen a more 
prominent victim in this part of the 
country.” a Sharon official said today. 
“Billy Whitla is one of three heirs to 
the fortune of Frank I° Buhl and the 
estate in which the boy's mother par- 
ticipated. ‘ 
“Mr. Buhl had a controlling interest 
in the Sharon, Steel Company, which 
was sold to t steel trust for $6,000,- 
000. He also is’the owner of immensély 
valuable lands in the West. He re- 
tired from active business following 
the steel trust negotiation, and being 
childless he centered his affections on 
‘Billy’ Whitla, Selima Whila, aged 12, 
and the twelve-year-old son of Harry 
Forker, the latter being his wife's 
brother. It was no secret that the 
three childrén would be the principal 
heirs of their uncle, and that also they 
would come into the property of other 
rich relatives. Of the three, Billy's 
portion would be the largest, as he 
was his uncle's favorite.” 

Mre. two Thomas 
and John Forker, both bachelors, live 
in an old brick mansion adjoining the 
Whitla property. Another brother, 
Harry Forker, took up his residence in 
the “Brick House” as it is called, fol- 
lowing legal separation from his young 
wife several years ago.

The only way the proponents of the 
amendment can secure its adeption is 
to have a full attendance of the forty 
Senators, In that event the vote 
would be 20 to 20, a tie, and then the 
Lieutenant-Governor would cast the 
deciding vote. a 
The organization Republicans, led 
by Senator Wright of San Diego, who 
have two Democrats with them, held 
a caucus this morning and decided 
to stand pat and keep the Legislature 
in session until Senator Black should 
recover. 
The plan of sending the sergeant-at- 
arms after Black a second time, also 
was proposed, but was not decided 
apon until the afternoon session was 
well under way. 
Senator Weed offered a resolution 
which provided the sergeant-at-arms 
should p at once to Palo Alto, 
and with a physician to be appointed 
by the President of the Senate, deter- 
mine whether or not the Senator was 
too ill to return. In the event that the 
patient, in the opinion of the Senate's 
specially appointed physician, was 
able to make the trip to Sacramento, 
the sergeant-at-arms was authorized 
to convey his charge to the capital by 
special engine and car. 
Determined opposition to this resolu- 
tion arose. It was pointed out by Sen- 
ators Stetson, Walker and Caminetti 
that such action upon the part of the 
Senate would be an insinuation that 
that body belleved Senator Black w 
shamming iliness in order to cau 
a deadlock on the matter in hand. 
Caminetti engaged in a lively tilt with 
Lieutenant-Governor when

W. H. Workman Telie Whittier Audi- 
ence of Value of Restoration of 
Pieo Mansion. 

WHITTIER, March %.—That relics 
of the past are among the most pre- 
clous resources of the State was em- 
phasized by W. H. Workman of Los 
Angeles yesterday in the address he 
delivered in the throwing open to the 
public of the partially restored man- 
sion of the late Gov.

The increasing number 
of travelers who come each year to 
California also find their greatest in- 
terest in the noble remnants of the 
early missions, and the crumbling re- 
mains of the old dwellings once peopled 
by the men and women of early Cali- 
fornia history. These relics of the past 
are among the most precious resources 
of the State.” 

He remarked that the restoration of 
the home of Pio Pico, last Mexican 
Governor of California, must commend 
itself to every citizen of our common- 
weaith. “The Pico Memorial Associa- 
tion organized by public-spirited wom- 
en of Whittier has undertaken this 
work, and we are assembled to en- 
courage their efforts, and to commem- 
orate their achievement.

SMALL CALIBER RIFLE 
GIVES GREAT SPORT. 


ITH snipe the sole legitimate 

game ieft to interest the scat- 

ter-gun sportsmen, gunners are 
turning their attention to the small 
rifie in seeking companionship on oc- 
casional day's outings in the country. 
Ducks and quail are now prey of the 
past, and smal! game, as jack rabbit», 
cottontalils and squirrels now claim 
the attention of shooters. 

Only those who have taken a day's 
trip with a small caliber gun can ap- 
preciate the sport to be had. The cost 
of operating the 22-caliber gun is 
trifling compared to the expenditure 
necessary in shooting the shotgun, and 
the small rifle can be fed liberaily 
all day for a emall outlay. 

Game for the .22 rifle is quite plenti- 
ful and near at hand. The ground 
squirrel affords the best of marks, and 
in fact it takes a goot bit of practice 
to bring down the furry fellows before 
they find safety in their holes. In 
| some places the squirrels are more nu- 
| merous than elsewhere, but a ride on 
| any of the suburban car lines will 
| carry the gunner to good squirrel 
country. 

At this time of the year the squir- 
rels are especially lively, making in- 
roads on the freshly scattered grain, 
| and storing up their feed for the sum- 
|mer and winter months. Toward Re- 
dondo In the great, wheat flelds stretch- 
| ing back from the Palos Verdes the lit- 
‘tle animals are thick as bugs at a 
| prize fight, and a day's tramp in this 
region should furnish the expectant 
gunner unlimited sport. 

Another pleasing variety of small 
rife hunting is the pureuit of jack- 
rabbits. Jacks can be shot on the run 
by capable marksmen, but It takes an 
experienced rifleman to secure many 
of the lively animals in this manner, 
and the beginner cannot hope to ac- 
complish much at such a difficult 
game. 

On a rabbit warren of which there 
are several in the near vicinity a good 
shot can secure a half dozen in an alt- 
ernoon if conditions are right. The 
rabbits hole up at the approach of a 
man, but show unwonted curiosity 


generally and as a rule expose a pair 
of ears and a bright eye to draw the 
shot of the gunner. 

Driving along a country road in the 
twilight the gunner can often get some 
ridiculously easy shots, as the rabbits 
feeding close by are seemingly un- 
mindful of a passing team in contrast 
to their unusuai alertness at the ag 
proach of a man. The best sport for 
the ordinary hunter is to be obtained 
in the washes of the dry streams of 
the county. Toward Puente Hills and 
the San Gabriel wash the animals are 
quite plentiful. 

Blackbirds, crows, owls and linnets 
are all legitimate prey for the riffe. 
and the variety of sport is sufficient 
to tempt the ordinary gunner.

AUTOISTS WOULD EXTEND THE 
GOOD ROADS CAMPAIGN. 


“Local Motor Car Man Telle of Sen- 
timent in San Francisco Whieb 
Favors Building of Boulevard to 
Les Angeles—Something About 
Present Read Conditi 


An automobile highway from Los 
Angeles to San Francisco is one of the 
plans which the dealers may be asked 
to consider at their next meeting. 
Earle C. Anthony of the Western Mo- 
tor Car Ccormccacy. who has returned 
fro. San Francisco trip, is enthused 
over the progpect of hearty coOpera- 
tion which was promised by . the deal- 
ors in th- Bay City. 

“There is every reason to believe,” 
said Mr. Anthony, “that the San Fran- 
cisco dealers will do all in their power 
to encourage the sentiment in favor 
of good roads for the State. They have 
just completed some splendid highways 
about San Francisco, and as a result 
of their success are anxious to: help 
the good work throughout the State. 
“Their main idea is to secure a 
boulevard from San Francisco to Los 
Angeles. This, they believe, is possible 
if every cutoist In the State will only 
work hard enough to create a senti- 
ment which will result in a 


Hereafter all architects in California 
must have certificates from the State 
Board of Architecture. This is the re- 
sult of the decision rendered by Judge 
Willis in the Superior Court, sustain- 
ing the judgment of conviction of 
Otto H. Neher on the charge of, prac- 
tictng architecture without a certifie 
cate from the State Board of Architece 
ture. The case was in the Police Court 
before Judge Rose on July 2M, 1906, 
when a nominal fine was imposed. 

During the progress of the Aral be- 
fore Judge Willis, Mr. Neher secured & 
certificate from the board, after take 
ing the examination, and a result 
sentence was not given. The decision 
however, conclusively 
right of the State board to prosecute 
all architects who do not hold the 
proper certificate and assures the con- 
stitutionality of the law. 

In their objections, W. F. Haas and 
c. 8. Burwell, attorneys for Neher, 
declared the act calling for the eer 
tificate unconstitutional, that it had ne 
uniform operation and that it granted 


number of architects, who watched the 
case with interest, took examinations 
and obtained their credentials. To 
practice unlawfully is a misdemeanor, 
unishable by a fine of not less than 
$50 or fifty days and not more thas

He was 
Offered a setting of eggs at a fancy 
figure and decided to take them. Each 
egg was stamped but the purchaser 
neglected to get a guarantee.

These facts—would, of course, be sub- 
ject to editorial challenge by the newspapers con- 
cerned; but, unless overthrown by other Informa- 
tion secured direct by the journals themselves, the 
railway’s statements or views would naturally be 


ted: 

This central railway news clearinghouse could 
viz: 

(1.) The building of new railway lines and the 
extension of old ones. It not infrequently happens 
that new lines are built on paper—by a slight turn 
of the wrist, so to speak. A rumor is started by 
somebody that a railroad is to be built from one 
town to another, the people being anxious for rail- 
way connection in that particular case, though no 
other foundation for the project is in sight. Imme- 
diately the local newspapers, each reaching out for 
a “beat,” exploit the project, build the road, equip 
it and fill the cars with passengers—in their mind’s 
eye. Column after column is printed exploiting the 
project, and after a while, when it is discovered 
to be an error pure and simple, a hymiliating con- 
fession has to be made. This condition could be 
averted by the dissemination of correct news in the 
first instance 


(2.) The ‘organization and reorganization of 
railway companies and the significance of the move- 
ment in each case. 


(5.) Traffic agreements between different roads, 
and the nature of the same, as far as ascertainable. 
(6.) Railway prosecutions, reasons therefor, the 
nature of the defense, and the outcome of the suit

(9.) Passenger and freight rates, and the 
Yor their establishment in given cases. 

(10.) True statements of accidents to passengers 
and injuries to employés during given periods, and 
the correction of published misstatements relating 
thereto; in other words, the truth as nearly as it 
can be ascertained in every case. Railway men are 
themselves, frequently, serious offenders in this 
regard. When an accident occurs they shut up in 
a way that would make a clam take to the tall 
timber, refusing information which might often be 
published with advantage to the roads themselves, 
and leaving the reporters to guess at facts and 
thus commit violent assaults upon the truth. 

(11.) Views of leading railway men in relation 
to their business and their attitude toward the pub- 
lic and the government, together with just com- 
plaints against the treatment of railway operations 
which many railway men feel that they have the 
right to make public for the information of the 
people and the government. 

And a multitude of other facts and statements 
which properly appertain to the railway business, 
and which form the subject of proper exploitation 
in the daily newspapers of the country. 

The idea in mind is that the railway companies 
themselves—perhaps nearly all of them throughout 
the country—would make and send to the central 
news bureau or clearinghouse such statements and 
views as they may be willing to have spread abroad 
thromgh the general press, and that these state- 
ments would be compiled, classified and published 
daily in the suggested bulletin, and thus made 
promptly accessible to the press, including the As- 
sociated Press, special correspondents and reporters, 
who would be sure to use much of the matter, send- 
ing it out to their respective journals, either by 
telegraph or mail. 

It is assumed, as already stated, that such news 
statements and views would go first hand to the 
central railway news bulletin, thus making it fresh, 
exclusive and authoritative, and that it would be 

then sent out from this central bureau to the press 

of the country. Each newspaper could follow up 

the matter in its own way, unearthing additional 

facts wherever possible, and it would be‘free to 

give its own version in cases of dispute as fully and 

freely as now. 

The idea is worth thinking of, but would have to 

be treated as an experiment and worked up and 

worked out little by little until a system as nearly 

perfect and reliable as possible could be created. 

When so worked out the plan would be a great aid 

to the reliable journals of the country, which seek 

facts and prize truth above all else. 


AN FRANCISCO’S SPY SYSTEM. 

The San Francisco situation seems to have 
come to a crisis in the case of Pierre E. Duchein, 
a well-known retired business man of that city, 
whose experiences at the hands of Heney seem to 
have at last roused that browbeaten, thoroughly 
bullied community to protest. ‘ 

Duchein had the misfortune to be served with a 
summons to serve as a juror in the Calhoun case. 
As with every other juror served with 

in the case, Burns detectives were immediately set 
upon his trail. 

Two came to his house. One spy represented 
himself as a magazine writer; the other as a citizen 
organizing a league to protest against the further 
operations of the graft prosecution. Both men suc- 
ceeded in tricking Duchein into some expressions

In due time, Mr. Duchein took his place in the 
jury box and faced his questioner, Special Prose- 
eutor Heney. He had good reason for uneasiness. 
He knew of the experiences of other business men 
in like situation. 
Having come into the Calhoun trial almost drunk 
with the glory of having been shot in the neck by 
a miserable creature whom his brutality had driven 
insane, Heney was astonished and amazed at the 
attitude of the business men summoned as jurors. 
Many of them stated frankly their prejudice against 
the graft prosecution. 
_ This has so infuriated Heney that, latterly, he 
has made insulting assaults upon such business 
men. Some of the most prominent business men 
of that city have slunk from the jury box, humil- 
iated and disgraced by frontier abuse from Heney 
for daring to express truthfully their own views. 
This was what Pierre Duthein knew he had to 
face. Questioned by Heney, doubtless hesitating to 
face the storm, Duchein stated that he had no dis- 
qualifying prejudice against the graft prosecution. 
Whereupon Heney called the two Burns detect- 
ives; the one being a cheap professional named 
Korngold, who coolly admitted his habit of “holding 
out” copies of all information furnished his em- 
ployer; and who very significantly admitted having 
changed employment from Calhoun to Burns. The 
other was a spy named Schindler. 

They told their shameless story of the espionage 
of Pierre Duchein and admitted that 2400 citizens, 
summoned as Calhoun jurors, had been similarly 
spied upon. One of them blithely stated that his 
report to Burns was that Duchein “is no good 
for us.” 

After an entire afternoon spent in examining 
these two wretched, odious rats, the court ordered 
Duchein “excused” from the panel. 

But do not imagine this was the end of the 
matter. 

The next day in the San Francisco Call, Heney 
issued the following statement in which Duchein 
was tried, convicted and sentenced as a perjurer 
by . . . Heney, the one-man Kuklux: :

MMIGRATION IN 1908. 

There exists in this country an association 
known as the “Immigration Restriction League,” 
having branches in various places throughout the 
country. Its purposes may be good or bad. Its 
effects are probably somewhat mixed. One of the 
branches of the league has given us a report com- 
paring immigration for the fiscal year ended June 
30, 1907, and 1908. The Commissioner-General of 
Immigration is responsible for the data, and so we 


falling off in immigration for the latter year com- 
pared with the former. The total figures show 
1,285,349 for 1907, and 782,870 for 1908. 

There has been a disposition to restrict undesir- 
able immigrants much more severely in the last 
several months; and so, although the immigration 
for the last of the two years was only a little more 
than half that for the preceding one, the number 
debarred from entrance in 1908 is nearly as large 
as in. 1907. Im the latter year the percentage of 
those returned to their own countries was 1.1 and 
for the latter year 1.7. 

For the year ended June 30, 1908, the emigra- 
tion from the country numbered 395,073, leaving 
net immigration of 387,797. This is a very small

In 1900, foreign population (constituting 13.6 per 
cent. of our total population) furnished 134,094 
persons, or nearly 22 per cent., of those in penal, 
reformatory, insane and charitable i 
15.6 per cent. of the criminals and 20.8 per cent. 
of the paupers, and 29.5 per cent. of the insane. 

The pamphlet tabulates by races, not nations, 
the percentage of illiterates according to statistics 
published by these races themselves. Taking North- 
ern and Western Europe, belonging chiefly to the 
Teutonic and Celtic races, for 1908, the lowest per- 
centage of illiteracy was among the Scandinavians, 
1.2 per cent., and the highest in Northern Italy, 3.6 
per cent. The average of all that population was 
4 per cent. The Irish stand well in the table, at 
1.7 per cent. Turning to Southern and Eastern 
Europe, chiefly Slavic and Iberic, the of 
the illiteracy ranges from 11.1 per cent. among the 
Magyars to 71.2 per cent. among the Turks. Along 
the Mediterranean peninsulas, from which we are 
getting a very heavy immigration at the present 
time, the illiteracy ranges from 148 per cent. 
among the Spanish people to 50.7 among the south- 
ern Italians. In illiteracy the Cubans stand well, 
at 2.5 per cent.; the Chinese 5.6 per cent.; the Jap- 
anese 30.5 per cent. 

The whdle subject of immigration is attracting 
very much attention at the present time. Some 
people have taken the matter up for study and agi- 
tation for the purpose of excluding immigrants of 
certain nationalities from entering the United States 
at all. More intelligent, conservative and patriotic 
classes of citizens of much larger number are in- 
terested in the subject from an, entirely different 
point of view. They see the opportunity for those 
who cannot hope to earn a livelihood in their own 
lands to live well here. These people also see the 
desirable aid that industrious immigrants can af- 
ford us in developing the vast natural resources of 
our country.~ Illiteracy does not affect this ef- 
ficiency very materially, but there is another point 
of view which is very important—that of citizen- 
ship. Our courts are exercising much greater dis- 
cretion in admitting aliens to the privileges of citi- 
zens than hereto fore and this is a proper thing to 
be encou raged in every way by popular sentiment. 
There is a tendency to amend the laws tn regard 
to citizenship. We think that this movement is one 
that will grow. Illiterates should not be admitted 
to citizenship. Immigrants who manifest a vicious 
disposition » Whose impulses are criminal, should not 
have this privilege. It is coming to be a question 
of considerable gravity whether we ought not gen- 
erally to extend the period of probation. It is a 
complicated question. Well educated immigrants who 
speak our own language and who have come from un- 
der representative governments, constitutional gov- 
ernments, more or less of our own type, soon “cquire 
the necessary intelligence to exercise the ciective

It has demonstrated 
that fact in the short time it has been 
under way in Los Angeles. It does not 
protect the people from gag rule and 
machine meth , because these meth- 
ods have been used to the very full 
and at its first trial How much 
worse it will be, after it becomes thor- 
oughly understood, it is hard to say. 
There is. another consideration: The 
advocates of the recall said that it 
was cheap; that it was well within the 
reach of any city of moderate means. 
But now it appears that its first ap- 
plication has plunged the city of Los 
Angeles into long litigation, and law 
is expensive; a luxury, in fact, which 
some cities cannot afford. And after 
working all around the thing we find 
ourselves again at the original propo- 
sition. Of what use is it? Could not 
the results that have been obtained in 
Los Angeles have been reached in a 
much more expeditious way, and more 
cheaply, than through the use of the 
recall?

In the 
hands of a powerful company it is 
more than likely that a vigorous cam- 
paign of development will be inaugu- 
rated and that another rich producer 
will be added to the camp. The com- 
pany is incorporated under the laws of 
South Dakota and is controlled abso- 
lutely by Senator Nixon and George 
Wingfield. 

That Brunswick Is to have an inde- 
pendent smelter for the northern cop- 
per producers is a foregone conciy- 
sion, according to Col. James Yering- 
ton, who says that the proposition has 
been financed and that construction for 
a capacity of 1506 tons a day will be 
rushed to completion. The smelter 
will take the ores of a large copper 
district and also enter the market as 
a bidder for the siliver-lead ores that 
have been recently opened in enor- 
mous quantities near Hawthorne, the 
old seat of Esmeralda county.

Tonopah Mining Company Built It.

The rallroad was built to connect 
with the Southern Pacific at Mina, and 
with the development of Goldfield the 
rails were extended to that point. The 


extension proved a splendid invest- 
a8 it'more than pald for itself 
in. the first year, when the stockhold- 
er? divided something in excess of 1060 
per cent. Its principal use new is to 
haul the ores of the Tonopah to the 
huge reduction plant that the same 
company owns at Millers. The east- 
ern advices say that the Tonopah and 
Tidewater is about to take over the 
line as part of a plan of the Santa Fé, 
gradually to extend its system across 
the Sierras, and get the benefit of a 
cut-off for its business to San Fran- 
cisco without taking the longer route 
now pursued. The price is said to be 
in te vicinity of $2,000,000, which is 
considered reasonable enough for any 
company that can utilise the line as 
part of a through system.

Japan 
got Formosa at the close of its war with China, just 
about five years before the Philippines came to us. The 
island was then in the throes of rebellion, and it was 
looked upon as about the poorest piece of property in 
the far east. It had practically been offered to France 
and Great Britain and refused. Its inhabitants were 
thought to be only pirates and savage head hunters, 
mixed with the lowest-grade opium-smoking Chinese, 
and it was turbulent to an extreme. It was, if anything, 
in a worse condition than the Philippines when we 
took hold of them. After the island was ceded to the 
Japanese they had to fight their way from one end of it 
to the other to conquer it, and they kept a military 
establishment there for five or six years.

At the same time they began to make improvements 
and to reorganize the country. The island was put un- 
der a civil administration within less than two years 
after its acquirement, and now at the end of thirteen 
years it is a fixed part of the Japanese empire, paying 
its own financial expenses and rapidly improving along 
the lines of modern civilization. In these letters of mine 
on the awakening of Asia it is thus fitting that at least 
one should be written on the awakening of Formosa.

do so. The only way to handle the situation, it seemed 
to me, was to have a registered iist of those addicted to 
the practice and to have a certain amount of opium 
sold through the government to them by licensed offi- 
cials. It is a crime to sell opium to those who are not 
so registered, and against the law for any one to im- 
port or manufacture it. All this business is a govern- 
ment monopoly and infringements of the law subject 
one to a fine not exceeding 5000 yen, or to imprisonment 
with hard iabor up to five years. The government 
grants special licenses to habitual smokers, and any one 
who smokes without a license is liable to be imprisoned 
for as long as three years or fined up to 3000 yen. As 
it is now, the government imports and manufactures all 
the opium used. The list of smokers is gradually de- 
creasing by deaths, and in time we hope to entirely 
abolish the evil.”’ 

“Do you think that China can abolish its opium evil 
by its recent prohibitory laws?” 

“No. It is an impossibility. You can have no idea 
of the extent to which opium is used in some parts of 
China. When we took possession of Formosa there 
were eighty-nine native and foreign firms engaged in 
importing the drug. There were sixty or seventy differ- 
ent medicines containing opium which the people bought 
when the drug ran short and opium was used by all 
classes. At first the officials favored the policy of pro- 
hibition, but I objected to that on the grounds that it 
_ would be injurious to the people to suddenly stop the 
smoking and that such a prohibition could not be en- 
forced. The result was our present policy.” 


The Chinese of Formosa. 


“Give me some idea of the Chinese of Formosa. What 
kind of people are they; and how big a proportion of 
the population?” 

“They torm the most of the inhabitants. There are 
something like 3,000,000 of them and only a few thousand 
savages. The Chinese own all the cultivated lands. 
They populate both town and country, and they are the 
real working part of the island. They are mostly farm- 
ers, over 2,000,000 of them being engaged in agriculture. 
There are about 200,000 merchants and 90,000 fishermen. 
The laborers number something like 300,000, and those 
engaged in manufacture about 90,000.” 

“Have you many Japanese?” 

“We have 50,000 or so.” 


The New Schools. 


“What are you doing to educate the people?” 
| “We are establishing schools and trying to make the 


use of the Japanese language prevalent throughout the 
island. We have a central language school at Taipeh 
in order to teach Japanese to the natives and the native 
languages to the Japanese. This school has a normal 
branch which is training Japanese teachers for the na- 
tive primary schools. It has a language branch where 
students are trained for the civil service. We have rail- 
way and telegraph sections. We have also some schools 
‘for Japanese children and some for native girls. We 
_have established primary schools for native children 
all over the island, and they are largely attended.” 


What Formosa Costs Japan. 


“Is Japan spending much money on Formosa?” 
“Not now,” replied Baron Goto. “The island is self- 
supporting. It is not only paying all of its running ex- 
perses, but it has a surplus every year which we can 
devote to public improvement. We intend to develop 
the island as much as we can and io spend in Formosa 
the taxes collected there. In addition to what_I have 
mentioned, we have already established a system of 
lighthouses about the coasts, we have improved the 
principal harbors, have dug sewers and canals in the 
| chief cities and have established eleven hospitals and 
schools for training native physicians. The dredging 
of the Kelung Harbor alone cost $1,000,000, and we have 
other works under way and in contemplation which 
require large expenditures. Altogether the island is ma- 
terially improving under our management.” 


Controlling the Head Hunters. 


' As I close this interview, I see a statement in the 
Taiyo, a Japanese newspaper, made by Mr. Imai, one of 
the chief Formosan officials. concerning the head hunt- 
ers. He says that the aborigines have about half the 
land and that they number 100,000. There are nine 
tribes of them, divided up into thousands of clans or 
'families, each of which is independent. The most 
vicious of the tribes is the Atayai. Its tribe stil) prac- 
/ tices head hunting. Its members sally forth upon the 
_ people of the lowlands whenever they can break through 
the lines, and bring back a head or so. 
Mr. Imai says that they use the human head as a sac- 
| rificial offering at the time of sowing millet, and that 
in marriage the would-be bride seeks the man who has 
taken the most head?. Indeed, the possession of human 
heads means influence, wealth and authority for the 
owner. This man says that the savages do not like the 
Chinese. and that the head-hunting custom originated 
largely because the Chinese have overrun the island and 
taken the best lands. The savages were glad to see the 
Japanese come in, and some of the tribes are quite 
docile. Schools have been established among them and 
| men from certain tribes have visited Japan. 
Altogether, it is doubtful whether Japan has lost more 
men in handling her savages than we have lost with 
ours at the Philippines. Since 1896 there have been 
fourteen big fights and several thousand skirmishes. [n 
these 282 Japanese and about 2000 friendly Formosans 
have been killed, while about $2,000,000 has been 
spent in defending the boundary line. This line runs 
| along the third mountain range, and there are five or 
_ six men in each guard house. The houses were for- 
_merly roofed with thatch, but the savages set them on 
| fire with burning arrows, and they are now covered

From London Answers. 1 
| T is odd that so much fuss is made about the north 


and south poles, as if they were the only places on 

this globe that man cannot reach. There is still 
enough unexplored land in the world to make a new con- 
tinent, if lumped together. 

For instance, within ten days’ journey from London, 
by modern express routes, there is a tract of country 
the size of Germany, France, and Holland combined, 
and as unknown as the mountains of the moon. It oc- 
cupies nearly the whole of Central‘Southern Arabia. 

This pleasing district is known as the Dahkna, or the 
“Dwelling of the Void,” and consists of what Lord Salis- 
bury once politely referred to as “chiefly light soil,” 
when he was speaking of the French possessions in 
Africa. It is a mighty waste of sand, with not a single 
river—as far as can be judged—in over 400,000 square 
miles. 

Compared with this country, the Sahara is a pleasant 
and fruitful tract. It defies even the Arab and the 
camel It is unlikely that the whole 400,000 square miles 
is worth a ten-pound note. However, a plucky English- 
man—Mr. Bury—is preparing to make an attempt to 
penetrate into the interior this year. 

Another wholly unknown tract of country—one that 
is likely to show its future explorers more profit than 
the last mentioned—is to be found in Thibet, along the 
Lower Brahmaputra, and is about the size of the United 
Kingdom. Of course, Central Thibet, Lhassa, and so 
forth are mere “tripper’’ districts now, since the British 
expedition to the Secret City. But the southeastern 
part of’ the country has yet to see a white man’s face. 
According to the newspapers, however. “an adventurous 
Englishman, carrying his life in his hands,” is now start- 
ing to try his luck in the district. 

It seems quaint that any part of the British empire 
should remain untraversed by white men. Indeed, it 
is necessary to rush the next item into print, in order 
to include it: for, although unexplored at present, it will 
not be so much longer. No less than three expeditions 
are starting to penetrate the unknown parts of New 
Guinea, but up till now nothing can be recorded about 
the district, except by guesswork, and any surprise may 
await the explorers. } 

The coast is comparatively civilized, and the British 
portion is administered by the Crown. Certain parts of 
the hinterland, too, are well known—so much so that 
the birds of paradise which once swarmed in one or two 
tracts have been nearly exterminated by skin collectors 
employed by Paris and London millinery firms. 

Large portions of the interior, however, are still jeal- 
ously preserved by families who dine, for choice, upon 
each other. In spite of this, the whole island is di- 


1 vided between the British, German, and Dutch nations. 


Perhaps, on the whole. the finest place to get abso- 
lutely lost tn is the interior of South America, where 
300,000 square miles or so are still waiting for the first 
white man’s foot to intrude on any of them. Most of 
this lies around the watershed of the Upper Amazon and 
its tributaries. Many of the names politely ascribed by 
the atlas to the rivers and mountains here are efforts 
of imagination. Only a sma!! number have really been 
reached or surveyed. 

As two-thirds of the whole region is impenetrable for- 
est, it is not a place to take casual strolls in: and over a 
dozen expeditions have either failed. been lost com- 
pletely, or wiped out by accidents of travel, in the past 
forty years. 

The principal joys that await forthcoming expedi- 
tions are fever of a very malignant sort, armies of ants 
that can decimate a baggage train, and even overwhelm 
and eat its proprietors, impassible cypress swamps, and 
snake bite. The latter commodity cannot be equaled 
anywhere else—there is no place on the globe where 
deadly snakes swarm to such an extent, and hardly any 
of them permit the least hope of life after a bite. 

The fer-de-lance, water moccasin, and a dozen others 
are particularly plentiful; and, by way of variety, the 
anaconda, champion of the world in the constricting and 
bone-smashing line. is abundant in the forests. Even 
the natives—mainly harmless forest Indlans—have no 
notion of the way about,.but all places are alike to them 
They have been known to bring gold dust down from 
places which they cannot, or do not want to, describe 

It is curious to think that in the Himalayas them- 
selves, on the doorstep of India, and no very great way 
from Simla, there is a district across the border that 
is stil! unexplored, though as large as any three English 
counties, and nothing is known of the hill tribes that in- 
habit it except by rumor | 

Accordigg to native accounts, it is a country of suffra- 
gettes, for the hill women rule entirely, and each lady 
with the property qualification has at least four or five 
husbands, who do all the house and farm work, and have 
no voice in affairs. This is not uncommon among Hima- 
layan hill men, but no regular tribe has vet been found 
that makes a regular rule of it. It should be a good 
country to keep away from; but Dr. Longstaff. the wel!- 
known explorer, does not think so, for he is moving in 
that direction.

OUT PAYING FOR THEM.

URELY nobody ought to begrudge a salary of $100,- 
000 a year to Mr. Taft, in view of the dignity and 
greatness of his position, but to urge that such an 
income is necessary for the camfortable maintenance of 
the President is absurd; for it should be considered that 
his pay is only a fraction of what the nation actually 
allows for his support. 
What are Mr. Taft's expenses? The answer is that 


The steward gives a bond of $26,000, his position be- 
ing one of no little responsibility. Great quantfties of 


gold and silver tableware, precious china, and cut glass 


are placed in nis charge, for no plated ware is used in 
the White House except in the kitchen, all of the spoons, 
forks, and metal dishes on the President's table being 
of pure silver or gold. Six dozen gold forks, and a like 
number of gold spoons, handed down from the Van Bu- 
ren administrations, are kept for special occasions. The 
solid silver service was bought by Mr. Monroe—every 
piece of it marked with the American eagle and the in- 
scription, “President's House.” It was Mrs. Benjamin 
Harrison who imported from France the cut glass, 496 
pieces, at a cost of $1973. 

There are a few additional] servants, required for mi- 
nor duties, who are paid by Mr. Taft himself. 
kitchen are three women—a cook, an assistant cook, 
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he is scarcely permitted to have any. The nation pays 
nearly al! of them outside of his salary. For instance, 
there is the item of rent, which to the ordinary citizen 
is the most important single tax on income. Mr. Taft 
lives rent-free in a beautiful house, furnished and pro- 
vided by the government with everything that can pos- 
sibly be wanted for housekeeping purposes, even to the 
silver, chinaware, and linen. 


The ordinary citizen has to pay quite a sum every 
year for fuel and light. There is, furthermore, a contin- 
ual wearing-out of carpets, upholstery, and other arti- 
cles of furniture which must be replaced—not to men- 
tion breakage of chinaware and new things to be bought 
for the kitchen. Mr. Taft has none of these expenses. 
The government pays $25,000 a year for the upkeep of 
gis dwelling, and meets annual bills of $4000 for lights 
and $6000 for fuel. 

All of the above-mentioned $25,000 is a contribution to 
the President's own pocket-book. He and his wife spend 
it just as they may happen to see fit. If Mrs. Taft 
wants anything new for housekeeping purposes she 
sends for the official major-domo, who is an engineer 
officer of the army. and tells him to get it for her. No 
law governs the matter except her own wishes. It 
must surely be very pleasant to have an allowance of 
$25,000 a year to spend on the mere upkeep of one's 
house—in which respect the mistress of the executive 
mansion is certainly one of the luckiest women in the 
world. 


But this is by no means all. 
gress gives an additiona! $15,000 for “extra repairs,” this 
sum being expended by the President's wife in a gen- 
eral renewal of hangings, upholsteries, rugs, etc. Part 
of the money goes to re-cover the sofas and chairs in 
the blue room with the delicate and expensive velours 
used for upholetering purposes, as wel) as for the hang- 
ings in that historic apartment. 

Then there is the matter of servants. The White 
House has a butler who gets $1800 a year; but the gov- 
ernment, not Mr. Taft, pays him. His salary comes 
out of the aforementioned $25,000 a year, as does like- 
wise the pay of a housekeeper, a valet for the President, 
and a maid for Mrs. Taft. The housekeeper is a sort of 


upper chambermaid. al! responsible duties relating to | 


the care of the establishment being under contro! of 
the butler, who is called the steward.

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and a scullion—who act as helpers to a French chef 
during the social season. For the rest of the year the 
chef is dispensed with. There are two more women in 
the laundry, and upstairs are four men, who do the 
work ordinarily done by chambermaids and parlor 
maids. These latter assist the steward in the dining- 
room and pantry. Thus it appears that the “help” em- 
ployed in the White House comprises eleven persons, 
in addition to the chef, housekeeper, and butler. 


The butler, or steward, of the White House is quite an 
important personage, controlling a considerable patron- 
age. Not only does he employ and discharge on occa- 

sion the under servants, but he buys all the food sup- 
plies for the establishment, as well as the wines, liquors, 
and cigars. Accordingly, as may well be supposed, his 
‘favor is much sought by tradesmen in these lines. But 
an express condition on which it is bestowed is that the 
White House custom shall not be utilized in any way 
for advertising purposes. If a butcher or grocer were 
to make it generally known that he supplied the execu- 
tive mansion, he would promptly lose its trade. 


Apart from servants’ wages, almost the only ex- 
pense the occupant of the White House is obliged to 
meet (if clothes be excepted) is for food. This item, 
however, is very large. A good deal of entertaining is 
necessarily done, and, though no refreshments of any 
kind are offered to guests at the public receptions, as 
much is spent for a single state dinner as the average 
American family pays out for a whole year’s living. 
There are four of these formal banquets—very dull 
affairs, as a rule—every winter, with an additional one 
now and then on somé special occasion ,and the bills 
for them run up to about $1900 apiece.

the ranches of the lower Rio Grande border region of 
Texas have a style of architecture and construction that 
is distinctly their own. This type of primitive buildings 
is rapidly passing out of existence. Modern structures 
are taking their places. At many places on the border 
families of Mexicans have abandoned their jacals and 
moved into more pretentious homes. _ 


One thing that recommend the old style of residence 
to the poorer Mexicans was its cheapness of construc- 


tion. No money outlay is necessary in erecting the pic- 
turesque structures; neither is a knowledge of carpentry 
needed. A double row of upright poles firmly set or 


‘driven into the ground forms the framework for the 


walls. 


Between these two rows of poles are placed other 
poles or sticks of shorter length. forming a thick and 
compact wall. At each of the four corners of the build- 


/ing posts are set, reaching to a height of about eight 


feet. Roughly-hewn stringers are laid from one post to 
another and to these stringers are tied the other poles 
that form the framework of the walls. The strong fiber 
from the maguey plant or strips of buckskin are used to 
tie the poles into position. The rafters are tied to the 
ridgepole and stringers in the same manner. At one 


end of the building is built the opening through which 


the smoke of the inside fire may ascend. Stoves are un- 
known among these Mexicans and the cooking is all

Now, in accepting the statement that the body temper- 
ature is 98.6 degrees F., it must be borne in mind that 
to some extent this is a relative figure, for the warmth 
of the exterior varies markedly from that of the in- 
The surface temperature of the head, hands 
or abdomen may differ from % degrees F. down 
to 93 degrees F. or lower, while that of the internal re- 
gions may extend up to 102.2 degrees F., the average of 
blood circulating in organs like the liver, pancreas and 
kidneys. For practical purposes some gauge must be 
accepted whereby normal temperature may be meas- 
ured and compared. Therefore, on account of conven- 
ience and practicality, the temperature taken carefully 
under the tongue by a clinical thermometer has been 
selected as a common standard throughout medical cir- 
cles. It is sometimes recorded in the axilla or groin in- 
stead of in the mouth when for any reason a sublingual 
test is not advantageous. The temperature of these 
localities differs slightly from the mouth, being 5 de- 
grees F. less.—[Technical World.

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Remarkable Experiments. 
THOUGHT TRANSMITTED AS A TELE- 
GRAM OVER A WIRE.

“Thought energy can be carried along a conduc- 
tor and into the earth much in the same way as a 
lightning rod conducts lightning. 


“It is more than possible that thought can be con- 
ducted and make itself visible in writing.” 


These remarkable conclusions concerning thought 
transmissions are reached by Prof. Kotik, of Moscow, a 
psychologist with a European reputation. He publishes 
them in a pamphlet, entitled “The Invisible Thought 
Photography.” It is attracting as great attention in 
Germany as it is in Russia. 


Kotik made the experiments on which his conclu- 
sions are based on a girl 14 years old, daughter of a 
professional thought reader, and her father. He chose 
them because their minds are trained. Kotik’s audi- 
ence was composed of the members of the “inner 
clinic” of Moscow University, who may be regarded as 
experts in psychology. The girl's eyes were carefully 
bandaged, her ears were stuffed with paraffin and cotton: 
literally, she was was ‘lind and deaf for the time. 


In the first experiment her father stood on a bare 
wood floor, he holding her hand. She “read” quickly 
and accurately all the words and short sentences her 
father presented to her while he held her hand. The 
words and sentences were written by persons in the 
audience, and most were in languages which neither 
father nor daughter understood. A physician wrote in 
Greek. The girl, her eyes bound still, reproduced the 
Greek characters in chalk on a blackboard.

N the May number of the Century for 1904 there ap- 
peared an article upon Sir Benjamin Stone’s exhaus-

The name of Mop is given to fairs in several of the 
Midland counties, but the one held in Warwickshire fs 
the largest and best known survivor of these ancient 
gala days.

Wuat TO Do Wirn TuemM Is THE 
PROBLEM IN CONSTANTINOPLE. 


From London Graphic. 
W ITHIN a short time the new Turkish govern- 


ment will have to decide definitely the unusual 

question—"What is to be done with the dogs if 
we provide other and adequate means of scavenging and 
cleansing the capital?” Hundreds of thousands of 
homeless beasts for generations have scavenged the 
streets, and have been almost absolute monarchs of the 
night, enjoying a freedom which was denied to man. 
Since man, however, has freed himself from the tyranny 
of spies the tide of civilization is gradually advancing, 
and with the advance the extermination of the canine 
population is threatened. But the difficulty is how to 
get rid of these dogs. A Christian in mercy kills a 
maimed, suffering aninal; a Moslem takes food to it, 
believing that misfortune will befall him if he destroys 
that to which Allah has given life. So the great unedu- 
cated mass of Turks—Mohammedans al!l—will resist the 
killing of the dogs—which crime was formerly punish- 
able by several days’ imprisonment. 


li is said that the governor of a certain seaport town 
onee gave orders that all dogs should be shipped off to 
an island in the Marmora. His orders were executed, 
but the island was not far enough away. The beasts 
starved, and many in desperation attempted to swim 
ashore. This so frightened the inhabitants that they 
went out in boats and brought the remainder back to 
the mainland, believing that Allah in his wrath would 
So the dogs 


from which the wicked governor shortly disappeared. 

During the old régime an American glove manufac- 
turer conceived the idea of utilizing the dogs of Con- 
stantinople in his business, and offered to take the whole 
canine community off the hands of the government at 
ls. a head. Though by this means the city would have 
been rid of its pests and the government coffers made 
richer by some thousands of pounds, Mohammedan 
prejudice was too strong. 

Turkish newspapers have now taken up the question, 
and the following typically Mohammedan proposition 
recently appeared in one—that the males and females 
shall be shipped off to different islands, where, with an 
attendant or two to feed them, they shall be allowed to 
die natural deaths.

Yet another night!vy enemy to the dogs is the beckji— 
or night watchman—who taps the pavement incessantly 
to let householders know that he is about. If a doe 
happens to be in his path the beckji playfully knocks 
it over with the heavy club he carries, and the beast, 
having been'touched perhaps on some raw and tender 
wound, sets up a prolonged wail of agony. in which 
other members of hie band hasten to join.

Remarkable Experiment. 

A wonderful medical experiment is reported to have 
been successfully carried out by a London doctor in 
treating a Devonshire girl, aged 23; who “never grew 
up.” 

Up to October last, the girl had required constant 
nursing and protection, but she is now in fair way to be- 
coming an ordinary human being. The doctor who 
treated the case described his method to a medica] cor- 
respondent of the Daily Mail yesterday. 

“The young woman, when treatment began.” said the 
doctor, “was to all intents and purposes a dull and back- 
ward child of 5. Thirty-three inches in height, with 
lanky, dry hair, bulging forehead, broad, fat nose, end 
pale cemplexion, she sat all day, even in summer, shiv- 
ering before an open fire. 

“The anterior fontanelle, or ‘soft spot’ on the head, 
which in the baby becomes closed in the first few 
months of life, could still be felt. 

“Treatment was begun two months ago, twelve anc a 
half grains of thyroid extract (the thyroid gland is in 
the lower part of the neck) being taken each night. 

“Her condition now, after two months’ treatment. |s 
as follows: In height she has increased over two and 
a half inches; the skin, which was harsh and dry. .- 
now moist, warm, and natural. 

“The hair, which was scanty and dry, is growing {a | 
aud has a more natural appearance. 

“The most wonderful change, however, is in 
mental condition. She has acquired a most extraor:! 
nary loquacity. It seems as if she had been listening 
and storing up words from babyhood. She could not 
have learned her present vast vocabulary in the last 
few weeks: she evidently knew the words before, but. 
was unable to reproduce them until the thyroid extract 
stimulated into activity and development the hitherto 
latent powers of speech. 

“If the ordinary individual takes extract of thyroid 
he rapidly loses weight, since the slightest excess of this 
peculiar substance causes a rapid breaking down of thy 
fatty tissues of the body. Here, however, the tweive 
and a half grains taken daily did not make an exce.s, 
but barely supplied the amount which nature had been 
craving for years.”—[{London Daily Mirror. 


Taxicabs Nothing New. 

Even the taxicab is nothing new. 

Dr. Giles, professor of Chinese at Cambridge, has re- 
cently discovered in the dynastic histories of China a 
complete specification of the mechanism of a Chinese 
taxicab. They are first mentioned under the Chin 
dynasty, A.D. 265-419. From that time down to the 
middle of the fourteenth century frequent allusions to 
such vehicles, known as the “measure mile drum char- 
iots,” are to be found.

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HYBRIDS AND CROSSES. much to do with the formation of character. For this il 


CONFUSION AS TO MEANING OF TERMS 
CLEARED UP. 


By Ernest Braunton. 


ANY inquiries from time to time come to this de- 

partment as to the differences, if any, between 

hybrids and crosses. It should be remembered 
that hybrids are the offspring of species and rank the 
highest, while crosses are sometimes (in animal 
especially) called mongrels, for they are the offspring of 
varieties of the same or different species and therefore 
of far lesser rank. It requires but a little change to 
make the word hybrid over into “high bred,” and by this 
it may be called to mind that the word is used to desig- 
nate the highest class of plant offspring. 


The various degrees of difference of the forms crossed 
in highly-specialized plants make it impossible to divide 
the results into two or even many classes, so that both 
words (hybrid and cross) have been used to cover many 
grades of plant offspring. Often a hybrid of two spe- 
cies will be’ crossed with a third species; it then be- 
comes a trispecific hybrid; but in many cases the rela- 
tionship becomes so complicated as to be impossible of 
correct designation. Some of our best garden roses are 
the result of so many crosses that the parentage can 
only be traced by the experienced rosarian through re- 
semblance to certain well-known types. For instance, 
the parentage of La France, the first of its class, is 
known to a certainty, but La France has been crossed 
with the result of several crosses, and if La France 
proves the most potent parent we say the result be- 
longs to the La France type.” Hybrids are also desig- 
nated by such names as bigeneric hybrid, racial hybrid, 
etc., while lesser ranks are called crosses, cross-fertil- 
ized, or cross-bred, and all names are often used for 
the results of the same process; none of them, how- 


ever, are hybrids, as these latter are the result of a- 


union of plants differing in race, genera, or species, etc. 


Rare Mexican Cactus. 


In years agone, when the cactus craze was upon us, 
a favored few possessed a cactus first sent out as Mam- 
millaria McDowelli, but afterward proven to be an Ech- 
inocactus. It is a small plant about four inches in di- 
ameter when full size, and is covered with bright, shiny, 
silver-gray spines and is an unusually attractive plant. 
It was found in Southern Mexico by J. Albert McDowell, 
a well-known collector of plants, and named in his 
honor. 


Germination of Seeds. 


Complaints are many that seeds bought from certain 
seed houses are “no good,” when the facts are that the 
purchaser is “no good” from a garden standpoint. Last 
fall the writer gave away to at least half a dozen per- 
sons seeds of one kind of flower grown in his garden. 
Two of these persons failed to grow a single seed while 
the other had such abundant success that she seemed to 
have a greater number of plants than she was given 
seeds. Such instances go far toward proving that in 
a very large per cent. of cases the fault lies with the 
purchaser of seeds, not with the dealer. 

Seeds fail to germinate or to grow into plants after 
germination for a variety of causes. Seeds are not al- 
ways sown at the proper time; some are sown too early, 
others too late. Excessive cold and moisture are needed 
by some and the later dry, warm heat by others. Some- 
times the soil is not in proper physical condition. Seed- 
bed soil can never be pulverized too fine. It is often 4 
waste of seed to sow it in lumpy, unworked soil. When 
soil is fined, it should be firmed after seeding, especia'ly 
if it be in pot, box, or pan. It often occurs that out- 
door-sown seeds are planted too deep, especially early 
in the season; a dark, damp soil will quickly rot seeds 
which need light and warmth. 


Propagation by Grafting. 


There are several good reasons why grafting is re- 
sorted to as a means of propagating certain species 
and varieties in preference to other methods. In grow- 
ing seedling plants of a permanent nature, as trees, 
shrubs and vines, it usually requires several years’ 
growth to determine results, a large per cent. of which 
are certain to prove unsatisfactory. 

When one of these has proven of unquestioned value 
recourse is had to grafting when there is plenty of wood 
old enough for scions. In this way it is possible to 
quickly furnish the horticultural world with a sufficient 
stock of the one sort. Qnly in this way may one per- 
petuate and disseminate stock having certain valuable 
characteristics and which cannot be grown by seeds or 
cuttings. Again the stock may be much stronger than 
the scion or benefit the latter in one or more other ways. 
More plants may also be grown by budding or grafting, 
from a given amount of wood, than from any other 
method of propagation. There are many methods of 
grafting, some simple and some quite complicated, but 
the simplest ways are usually the best.

POULTRY NOT A “HUMBUG.” 


OF AN INTERESTING [DISCUSSION 
ON THE SUBJECT.

thought and practice in an enlightened. poultry culture may find a 
healthy expression in these columns. 

O discussion that has been inspired by this depart- 
N ment has awakened so wide an interest as Mr. 

Whittaker’s letter in which he asserted that poultry 
culture under a Southern California sun was a humbug. 
For the most part, we lave already given space to @ 
number of correspondents taking the opposite view; to 
give place to all of them would mean to devote nearly 
the entire magazine section of The Times to the discus- 
sion. It is a matter of regret that writers agreeing with 
Mr. Whittaker have for the most part rested their case 
upon the mere assertion that it is a failure, giving no 
reasons why, nor explaining environment and condi- 
tions under which failure resulted. People who have 
been more fortunate with fowl! have also been more free 
in telling us how they managed their poultry to bring 
about success. The writer’s desk at present is clut- 
tered up with letters on the subject, many of which re- 
peat arguments already exploited in this department, 
yut there are those which give positive results which 
eo to show that poultry properly managed is anything 
but a failure. that we make room for a few more, which 
must close the discussion. 

R. A. Paulson of Compton calls atteution to the varia- 
tion in prices of feeds as between Northern California 
and Southern California, and argues that this of itself 
affords economic conditions hard to overcome. He says 
that the difference is something like 30 per cent. on an 
average. He has for a number of years been crowing 
poultry in the Sacramento Valley, where he averaged 
about $1 per hen on 400 head, which he finds impossible 
here off account of higher prices for grain. It will be 
observed that he bas no fault to find about the laying 
qualities of his hens. : 

A real lover of poultry well known to the writer sends 
in the following pertinent note from Long Beach, under 
his pen name of X. Y. Z.: 

“T have read with much interest the ‘Whittaker’ ar- 
ticles in The Times, and herewith send you my ex peri- 
ence. Being so situated that I could keep a few hens, I 
decided to purchase a few to supply eggs for family use. 
Accordingly, the latter part of November, 1908, I pur- 
chased a few hens in Los Angeles and had them shipped 
to Long Beach. It took them a few days to get used to 
their new quarters, but my record shows that commenc- 
ing with December 9 and including today, 78 days, I have 
received 469 eggs, or a trifle over six eggs per day from 
eleven hens—six White Plymouth Rocks and five White 
Wyandottes.” No “humbug” here. 

James Ewing of Studebaker, Cal., sends in the follow- 
ing terse statement covering two years’ operation of a 
poultry plant: 


1998—4673 doz. eges, sold for.. $1341.65 


Does not feed any fancy poultry foods. Simply wheat, 
bran and milk, and corn when cold and stormy. Green 
food, principally Swiss chard. Says he is perfectly satis- 
fled with his experience. His time Is occupied by nec- 
essary work with his fowls. Result, eats and sleeps 
well. 

In the light of this experience, poultry culture is any- 
thing but a humbug in California 


2.71 on thirty-two laying hens, or a net return of $1.93 
per head. Dividing 32 into 5045, the total. number of 
eggs laid, gives an average of 158 eggs per hen. The 
birds were confined in a yard or pen 29x22 feet. By ob- 
serving cleanliness, I have had no sickness. This, it 
seems to me, proves that poultry in Southern Califor- 
nia is not a humbug—at least not with me.” 

Can We Control Egg Production? 

Egg laying is a natural! function of the hen, and envi- 
ronment and conditions being right, she will “shell out” 
more or less. In spite of this fact, however, the experi- 
enced breeder knows that environment and a contented 
condition have much to do with Biddy’s proclivities in 
that direction. If barred from her usual place of laying, 
she will wait for hours to gain access—which is plainly 
deterring her from doing business at the old stand. To 
enlarge on this idea, suppose we take a flock of birds 
and move them suddenly to new quarters; they may lay 
the next day or so—expelling the fully-formed egg—but 
after that it is liable to be several days before they will 
again assume their normal laying capacity. Especially 
is this true of the more active breeds like the Leghorns 
and Minorcas. To secure maximum laying capacity

and those attending them should not only be gentle and 
undemonstrative, but in garb and general demeanor 
modest and gentle. Nothing checks the reproductive 
functions more than fright; nothing is so inimical to

yard.

MANY Ways IN Wuicu Ir Is or ¢ 


GREAT VALUE.

r HE “C. Q. D.” cal) of the wireless, on board the ill- 


fated White Star steamship Republic, by which half 

a dozen leviathans of the deep were summoned to 
the rescue of 700 human beings, has turned the atten- 
tion of every one to the possibilities of this uncanny 
‘form of intercommunication. 

The first thorough test of wireless telegraphy made 
in the United States was on April 14, 1899—nearly ten 
years ago. This test was made under the supervision 
of Col. James Allen and Col. George O. Squier of the 
United States Signal Corps. .Communication was estab- 
lished between the State, War and Navy Departments 
Building and-—the Naval Observatory. The distance 
traveled by the waves was more than a mile. 

Today, without any especial attuning of. instruments. 
a wireless may be sent around the world. Indeed, many 
messages were received from the United States battle- 
ships at oistances ranging from 3000 to 4000 miles dur- 
ing the progress of their world-encircling voyage. 

Already a reguiar service of wireless transmission has 
been established across the Atlantic. On October 17, 
1907, the first wireless press dispatch was flashed across 
the ocean, signalizing the opening of the Marconi service 
to the public. Another line is in progress of formation, 
to be established between the Eiffel Tower, in Paris. and 
the Metropolitan Tower. in New York. 

If wireless is fast becoming vital to commercial inter- 
ests it has already demonstrated its indispensability to 
the government in the direction of its navy and Weather 
Bureau service. Bids were recently opened at Wash- 
ington for the erection of a central wireless plant capa- 
ble at all seasons of transmitting messages to a radius 
of 3000 miles in any navigable direction from Washing- 
pay D.C. An éspecial feature of the system required 
for this station is its immunity from interruption by 
-atmosphenc disturbances or intentional) or unintentional! 
interference from neighboring stations. In other words. 
the proposed station must be capable of transmitting 
and receiving messages with entire secrecy. 

From this central station it is proposed to direct the 
movements of the lUnited States naval vessels in all 
| parts of the world instantaneously, and to send out 
| warnings to ships of every character of the approach of 
storms. 

Moreover, wireless telegraphy has become such an in- 
tegral part of the United States Navy that the govern- 
ment has established a number of schools where the 
theory and mechanism of wireless are taught to those 
who have enlisted in the service as electricians. 

Every day in the week instruction is imparted in 
wireless and in other mechanical and electrical subjects 
to large classes of eager sailors. 

But the use of wWireiess is not restricted to the high 
seas. While it is true that at the present stage of 
development it seems easier to transmit messages across 
the water, yet this means of communication is fast be- 
ing adapted to overland uses. In the contro! of run- 
ning trains wireless seems to be fraught with possibili- 
ties. For this purpose it is already being used on the 
Union Pacific Railroad. Our existing system of railway 
signaling is complicated, expensive, and, judging from 
the prestige we have attained in the matter of collisions, 
ineffective. The block system does not block in prac- 
tice, and wire signals and wire telegraphy are the prey 
of ice, storms and accidents. Wireless knows no such 
limitations as is imposed upon wire telegraphy by the 
elements. 

The system of wireless which has been adapted to 
the contro! of running trains was first developed in Ba- 
varia. It consists of the installation of a wireless re- 
ceiver on the roof of one of the cars with aérial trans- 
mitters on the poles beside the road, so that messages 
may be sent to the conductor not merely from the 
nearest signal tower or station, but thus making it pos- 
sible to arrest a train at any point, to give immediate 
instruction as to its switching, passing, detaining or sec- 
tionizing, to convey information of spread rails, land- 
slides, fires, unsafe bridges and broken locomotives—in 
fact, to convey information of impending danger by 
taking advantage oi which train crews may save the 
lives not only of themselves, but of the many passen- 
gers intrusted to their care. 

An evidence of the varied use to which a wireless may 
be put is its employment by the Department of Agricul- 
ture in the great forest reserves under the control of 
the government.

In fine, wireless may be regarded not only as a means 
of communication, but also as a safety appliance. No 
life can become so tsolated or so distant from al! other 
lives that its ery of distress in times of danger cannot 
be heard. . This feature of wireless was more forcibly 
demonstrated than any other in the recent collision be- 
tween the Republic and the Florida, and it is not incon- 
ceivable that Marconi, the inventor of wireless, shal! 
soon be awarded a Carnegie medal as the life saver par 
excellence.

Propagation by Cuttings. 


OR purposes of propagation, a cutting has been de- 

fined as the entirely detached portion of a plant, usu- 
ally a shoot or a part of a shoot, furnished with buds 
and leaves. This cutting, when selected at the right 
season, and from the proper wood, and then placed in 
favorable surroundings, will produce a new plant. The 
first process in this direction is the formation of a cal- 
lus, or a hardening of the cut end of the wood, a cover- 
ing of the wound made by the knife. 
in a short time tiny rootlets wil] start out and, as these 
harden, the new plant becomes ready for setting out. 
The best manner of starting cuttings is in clean, sharp 
river sand. The cutting itself contains all the root 
potentialities. It will start roots if given moisture and 
warmth. 
is likely to spoil by the rotting of its tender thread- 
like rootlets when they first appear. 
the cutting firm, and it must not be disturbed or the 
young roots will be broken off; it. is also a medium for 


warmer than garden soil. 

Cuttings of the hardwood plants—deciduous plants 
which shed their leaves for the winter—should be made 
while they are dormant, after the leaves have fallen 
and before the sap starts in the spring. When the sap 
starts in motion in the spring the calluses form more 
readily than at any other time. The worst time to 
make cuttings of the plants described, is when the sap 
is in full flow in the early spring. As a rule, the cut- 
tings should be made when the plants are dormant or 
when they have made a new shoot and this is so far 
advanced as to be hardening into a woody form. 

Gooseberries, currants and some other bushes throw 
out roots along their sides as well as around the callus. 
In all of these the buds which are on the underground 
part of the cut‘ing, must be rubbed off or they will de- 
velop into annoying suckers. Cuttings of these may be 
made as soon as the fruit has ripened. These, planted 
in moist warm soil at this time, wil! form roots before 
winter sets in and be a season ahead of cuttings made 
in the spring.—[Town and Country Journal.

Before the Baby Is Born. 
GREAT majority of civilized women entertain the 


idea that to suffer great pain at childbirth is un- 

avoidable, and that when a woman escapes labor 
pains it is something extraordinary. , This is far from 
the truth. Here is an extract from the “Diagnosis from 
the Eye” by Henry Edward Lane, M. D.: 


“It will become obvious to the intelligent reader that 
all the various pains of parturition, which are com- 
monly regarded as unavoidable, are but the result of 
continuous violations of nature's laws, and we will 
shortly point out the most common mistakes that are 
made in this respect. The aversion to cold fresh air and 
the sleeping in ill-ventilated rooms give a wholly in- 
adequate supply of oxygen to the blood of mother and 
child. If the pregnant mother would take a little care, 
she would soon notice that the foetus always becomes 
restless when she remains in bad air. Further, the 
corruption of the blood and lymph by meat and other 
irritating food is often aggravated by the excessive con- 
sumption of liquids, like wine, beer, soups, milk, etc. 
That the corset is one of the greatest injuries to the 
female body is such a well-known fact that we hardly 
need to mention it, It lessens and often ruins the di- 
gestive power; it restricts the development of the lungs 
to almost half of the normal size; it destroys absolutely 
the normal power of breathing; it prevents the return 
of the venous blood from parts below the waist line. In 
short, it is one of the principal causes of marital misery; 
but also the infant has much to suffer, and many ail- 
ments of childhood are due to this folly of fashion. 


“Difficult and painful parturition can never be caused 
by such a mistake of nature as a too narrow pelvis 
would be: and right here we want to correct one of the 
most significant and fatal errors of the old schools. 
Not the pelvis is too narrow, but the circumference of 
the head and body of the child are too large! The aver- 
age measurements of normal new-born infants are: 
Length of the body, 50 cm.: circumference of the head, 
34 cm.: weight, 3000 grams; yet at present we find in 
the majority of births, by the same length of the body, 


a circumference of the head of 35 cm. and a weight of, 


3500 grams. This abnormal enlargement is caused by an 
excess of water in the cavities of the body, and the 


weight will increase the more the vitality of the mother | 


is weakened and the more serious dietetic mistakes are 
made during pregnancy, so that the weight of the new- 
born can even reach 4500 grams (16 pounds) and more. 
We must add here the fact that the accumulation of fat 
in the body of the new-born as well as of the adult, is 
by no means a sign of health, but a process of fatty de- 
eeneration, the consequence of watery and insufficiently 
oxydized blood, i.e, imperfectly-assimilated albumen. 
All advanced physiologists acknowledge the fact that 
modern man takes about five times as much albumen in 
his food as he really needs. A daily ration of 29-40 
grams of protein is sufficient for the average man. 


“The oversupply of nitrogenous elements, especially 
through excessive meat eating, will nev.~ increase 
health and strength. How often do we see a person 
who, according to his own opinion and that of his phy- 
sician. lives well and upon ‘strengthening foods and 
drinks,” yet who, with wan and pale face and bloated 
abdomen, goes shivering and groaning through life! 


“Overfeeding and lack of proper exercise are always 
the cause of the abnormal size of the new born. The 
latter and a too large quantity of amniotic fluid (the 
liquid on which the foetus is suspended) expand the mus- 
cles of the uterus and the abdomen far too much, thus 
weakening their elasticity. The consequences which 
then. appear are often dangerous, like bursting of the 
womb, expulsion of the after birth before the fetus (pla- 
centa praevia,) rupture of the uterus. Sometimes they 
are molesting, like preponderation of the venter. 

“There is but one way to insure painless parturition, 
and that is by living strictly in accordance with nature. 
Even if the mother first begins during pregnancy to 
adopt a natural diet, consisting principally of fruits, 
nuts, and broken whole wheat, she will have an easy 
delivery. It will be a still more surprising fact to-many 


_that such a diet will bring forth an abundant flow of 


healthy milk from the lacteal glands within twenty-four 
‘hours, even in such cases where the latter had been 
completely dried up.” 

Again, in his book, “What the White Race may Learn 
from the Indian,”’ réviewed here last year, George Whar- 
ton James fays: 

“Normal births with Indian women are practically 
painless and entirely free from danger. 
a woman to deliver herself of her child, sever the um- 
bilieus, and then walk half a mile to the creek, walk into 
it with the baby, and give herself and the child a good 
waShing, then return to her camp, suckle the little one, 
and proceed to attend to her duties as if nothing had 
happened. At another time I saw a woman, less than 
half an hour after her child was born, start off for a 
heavy load of food. Their freedom from constricting 
waist bands, their absolute freedom of body, their nasal 
and deep breashing, their muscular exercise through life, 
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with these easy births.” 

Here is an extract from an article on prenatal dietet- 
ics by Dr. H. Lindlahr in the Nature Cure Magazine: 

“The biblical saying, ‘In sorrow thou shalt bring forth | 
children’ has led many to believe that woman's dread- 
ful suffering is a necessity, but is not man’s ignorance 
to blame rather than the cruelty of an avenging God? 

“This latter view is confirmed by the fact that other 
mammalia literaliy cast their young, without pain or 
difficulty, and that the labor pains of primitive mothers 
are insignificant; indeed their delivery presents little 
more difficulty than that of the lower animals. 

“A squaw on the western plains stops a few hours by 
the wayside to deliver her papoose and then resumes her 
journey as though nothing had happened. Women 
among the German peasantry, living on black bread and 
vegetable food, to fhe last day of pregnancy do a great 
deal of hard work in the house and field, have their ba- 
bies without help of midwife or physician and resume 
their usual routine of work within a day or two after- 
ward.

“It is significant that the offspring of the lower ani- 
mals, at birth, consist of little more than skin and-bones, drugs. 
while the new-born human is often abnormally large | All acute and painful diseases 
and fat. This is especially true of the babies born of 
weak and anemic mothers. The excessive size and 
weicht of the new born is not a matter for congratula- 
tion, but a pathological condition. It indicates fatty 
degeneration of the foetus, due to the anemic or rather 
watery condition of the blood of the mother, and the 
cause of this hydraemia of mother and child lies in the 
faulty dietetic habits of the former.” 

“Suggestions to an Expectant Mother” is a little book 
of ninety-three pages by Dr. Mary J. Kraft, M.D., D.O., 
of Whittier, Los Angeles county. In sending the book 
for review, Dr. Kraft writes as follows: 

“As to the advice to expectant mothers, I know those 
who follow such advice need not fear Jabor. I have done 
obstetric work for sixteen years, and have had excellent 
results whenever I could have charge of the case a few 
months previous to confinement.” 
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In her preface the author truthfully declares that in- 
struments would need to be used less frequently and less 
injuries would befall women during confinement if they 
knew how to prevare themselves for the ordeal before 
their time came. Among other things she properly re- 
fers to the importance of the woman's person being re- 
spected by her husband while she is pregnant. 

In regard to diet the author says: ;

In quantity, such 
a diet is sufficient for 9 man doing the hardest kind of 
work, and is altogether out of place for veterans who 
sit around tdle most of the time. Such a diet, especially 
when eaten by people who are not doing hard physical 
work, is certain to produce constipation, ill-temper, ill- 
feeling, discomfort and a craving for stimulants. It is 
greatly lacking in the highly necessary organic salts, 
which are radically changed or removed in the ordinary 
methods of cooking vegetables. There is no mention 
of raw fresh fruit or salad, one or the other of which 
should .be furnished at every meal. There is no excuse 
for this at the Santa Monica home, for they have several 
hundred acres of fertile soil, with water. The health 
and chance of life of the old boys would be increased 
several hundred per cent. by cutting down the amount 
of food by half, and furnishing at each meal efther fresh 
fruit or salads, substituting jemon juice for vinegar.

Tt is not to be inferred, however, 
that there is a slaughter-house at the 
city dump. There is not. De Turk 
now sells his hogs in lots, as soon as 
Tarketable, to a dealer, who does the 
rest. it speaks well for the quality 
of the city’s garbage and refuse that 
he often is obliged to corra! a lot of 
hogs of market age for the purpose of 
thinning them down before they can 
be profitably sold. Los

privilege of dumping the city’s refuse 
upon the De property, but 
“transients” must pay as high as 50 
cents the load. For “regulars” there is 
a simple ticket system and settlements 
are made weekly. No negro, Japanese, 
Mexican or “plain white” rubbish 
mover is allowed to extend his credit 
beyond that limit. The gross sum re- 
ceived ig more than enough to keep 
a small family in comparative affilu- 
ence, but a greater profit comes from 
the chickens and hogs. : 
There is a eection of the dump, not 
mentioned before, to which all wagons 
loaded exclusively with hog food are 
directed. These bring tomato and 
chile pepper shelis—tons upon tons of 
them—and decaying fruit and vegeta- 
bles from the markets and a certain 
class of factories. Another half-hun- 
dred hogs, including sows, shoats and 
a few Poland China and Rhode Is!l- 
and Red boars, have access to this 
mess of provender, and they certainly 
thrive upon it. 

CHEMICAL FEASTS FATAL. 

Every day from three to seven pigs 
are found dead in the pens or on the 
dump. Hogs sometimes get their 
snouts mixed up with chemicals in the 
rubbish piles and this usually proves 
fatal. Little pigs often inadvertently 
eat fine glass that goes out to the 
garbage cans from the sweepings of 
restaurant floors. In these sweepings 
the hog-pen attendants frequently find 
nickels, dimes, quarters, half-dollars 
and one of them claims to have found 
a dollar—though this sort of thing is 
not reported to De Turk. It appears 
that about the only thing a hog has 
no use for is money. The daily record 
of hog mortality might cause other 
pork raisers some uneasiness, but the 
equire expects it. He figures that he 
can afford the loss, inasmuch as 
many men pay him for the privilege 
of providing provender for his pigs. 
Besides the pigs, he has usually 
from 1000 to 1500 chickens roaming 
over the place. They are as thick over 
the swill barrels as flies about a hogs- 
head of molasses. For the privilege of 
picking over the leavings of the hogs, 
they yield De Turk several cases of 
eges weekly, which are taken to mar- 
ket every Saturday and scheduled as 
“fresh ranch candeled.” And besides 
the hogs and chickens, this queer lit-} 
tle. bie-paying ranch boasts sheep, 
cows, horses, ducks, dogs, cats and a 
parrot. 
But some day Los Angeles may burn 
all her garbage, as most eastern cities 
do, and, Iike some other cities, she 
may prohibit the use of swill for the 
sustenance and fattening of hogs that. 
are to be eaten by human beings. And 
then some of the waste of a great 
city may be really wasted, 


MINE IN HIS BACK YARD. 


M. F. Lansdale, a Denver inventor 
whose home abuts on Clear Creek, 
which is everything but. clear. is ex- 
tracting gold from the er hed 
which is a part of his bocne plot. Mr. 
Lansdale has invented a machine for 
separating gold from dry sand and has 
been making public demonstrations at 
his home. From test runs he obtained 
many nuggets and flakes of gold, and 
claims that there are millions in Clear 
Creek sands within the city Hmits of 
Denver, waiting to be extracted. This 
claim ts not new as several years ago 
a company was formed to work these 
beds but never actually commenced 
operations.

One of De Turk’s staff is assigned 
to the task of carefully pitchforking 
and more minutely picking over the 
entire dumpings of each day. An im- 
mense amount of miscellaneous mate- 
rial is thus rescued from the nightly 
tramplings, rootings and ravishes of 
the hogs. It is astonishing how much 
“available” clothing of all kinds, in- 
cluding men's. women's and children’s 
shoes, find their way to the city 
dump—stuff! that many poor people 
would not scorn. Indeed, the Salva- 
tion Army itself is one of the largest 
contributors in this line to the city 
dump. Whole loads of clothing that 
the Army has collected in its house- 
to-house canvases in behalf of the city’s 
poor, material which has. glutted its 
many stores to such an extent that it 
Nas interfered with second-hand sales, 
is sent directly by ~the army's own 
teams to the city dump.

In 1776, as hostilities be- 
came continuous and bitter, Chatham 
faced the contempt and indignation 
of soldiers and politicians, and wrote 
to the general that Trom his fixed 
opinion with regard to the continuance 
of the unhappy war with our fellow- 
subjects in America, he will withdraw 
hie son from such a service.” And 
the young Lord Pitt had to resign and 
return home. 

“Before the war became declared, 
Chatham, in 1774, had written to the 
Sheriff in London, ‘What infatuation 
and cruelty to accelerate the sad mo- 
ment of war! Every step in America 
of our governm seems calculated to 
drive the Amert into open resist- 
ance, vainly hoping to crush the spirit 
of liberty in that vast continent at 
one successful blow: but millions must 

rish there before the seeds of free- 
om will cease to grow and spread in 
so favorable a soll: and in the mean- 
time devoted England herself must 
sink under the ruins of her own fool- 
ish and inhuman system of destruc- 
tion. I fear the bond between us and 
America will be cut off forever!’ 

“Has that bond been cut off forever? 
Your presence here today gives the 
answer—No! But it has taken nearly 
a century and a half to rejoin the 
links in the chain that binds together 
the Anglo-Saxon race. But time does 
justice at last to the honest and the 
true—for all that they disappear in 
negiect and ingratitude. There is a 
pathetic monument of Chatham atill 
standing in its defacement and decay 
which seems to me an emblem of his 
heroic soul. 

“There nds still in Charlestown 
the classical monument erected to WII- 
liam Pitt by the Commons of South 
Carolina in 1769. The inscription re- 
cords that it was raised ‘in grateful 
memory of his services to America,’ 
and they add that ‘time shall sooner 
destroy the marble statue of the.hero 
than it shall erase from their minds 
their just sense of his patriotic vir- 
tues.’ 

“The statue stands still erect, but It 
is defaced and mutilated, for a British 
fleet bombarding ChaYlestown struck 
it with cannon balis, and carried away 
the outstrejched arms of the figure. 
What an emblem of a great life! One 
hundred and forty years ago the Com- 
mons of an American State expressed 
in marble their grateful memory of 
an English statesman. His own coun- 
trymen in a spirit of infatuated 
tyranny mutilate that figure just as 
they opposed and maligned him in his 
life. But now at last Americans and 
Englishmen join hands in two con- 
tinents to rehearse the memory of the 
patriotism and the virtues of their 
two national heroes—Washington and 
Chatham—as the two creators of thelr 
respective States, and certainly the 
two greatest men of their nation and 
their age.” 


An “Ugly” Judge Toasted.

. Industrial Independence.

RADES UNIONISM seems at the 
pfesent time to be firm and unan- 
imous on several points. It claims 
that it is the duty of the State to see 
that every able-bodied man in the 
community shall obtain work; that 
every individual shall receive a living 
wage; that no unionist shall labor 
more than a given number of hours 
a week; and that no man who wears 
the union label shall exert himself in 
order to earn an exceptional fee or 
Teward. As a speaker at the Trades 
Hall succinctly put it the other night, 
“it is the duty of each man fo get 
as much ‘wages for as ‘iittle work as 
possibie!"’ The Sydney Labor Council 
has voiced its conception of perfect 
conditions by indicating that it 
intends to fight for a forty-four-hour 
week, a minimum wage of eight shil- 


time for miners and those who have 
worked eight hours a day. The ideal 
unionist, then, is a man who is con- 
tent to drudge along from year to 
year performing the work that falls 
_to his lot in a more or less perfunc- 
tory manner, sinking his identity in 
the common ruck, setting his face 
sternly against any ambition to get on 
in the world, and doing his utmost to 
deter and pfevent any individual in 
his own class from aspiring to higher 
things. 

We saw the other day how the min- 
ers at Huntly showed their resent- 
ment against members of the union 
who were placed in positions of trust 
by their employers, presumably be- 
cause of special abilities and qualifi- 
cations. The expgrience of those who 
employ labor is that artisans are be- 
coming less and less proficient and 
moré and more exacting. The union- 
ist no longer takes a pride in his 
work; no longer embraces opportuni- 
ties for self-culture and improvement; 
no longer feels the nécessity of rising 
above the daily round and common 
toil. The leisure which it is his will 
to enjoy is largely wasted in frivolous 


is altogether enervating and deleteri- 
ous, 

Labor, revelling in ite new-found 
freedom from the restraints and re- 
strictions of the ancient régime under 
which individualism had unfettered 


and chattel of the capitalist, adopts 
an arbitrary and independent atti- 
tude, and sets at nought the conven- 
tional tics which formerly bound mas- 
ter and man in a common bond of 
sympathy. The worker has been 
taught to regard the employer as a 
distasteful necessity, and he sells his 
labor to him with spare and grudging 
hand. The Wage-earner is not wholly 
to blame. An many cases employers 
have by passive resistance to-the aims 
of labor, and by a too close insistence 
on the letter of the contract, induced 
a spirit of retaliation. Even yet there 
are captains of industry who by gen- 
erous treatment and a broad concep- 
tion of their responsibilities towards 
their employés win their sympathetic 
cobperation; but this cordial atmos- 
phere is often disturbed by the 
machinations of the professional! agita- 
tor, who is aften as unscrupulous as 
exacting. 

The outlook is distinctly unpromis- 
ing, unless existing conditions can be 
regarded as a passing phase. Relief 
may come from such experiments as 
are being promoted by Sir Christopher 
Furness and others in the direction of 
profit-sharing. If men can be actively 
interested in the projects upon which 
they are engaged by being made par- 
ticipants in the gains which their 
handiwork produces, they will not 
only he taught to value the advan- 
tages of codperation, but to appreciate 
the difficulties which are frequently 
encountered in the promotion of indus- 
tries. Ca’ canny may only be a pass- 
ing phase. The Mons may not always 
be content to be led, by asses. As 
education becomes diffused ambition 
may take the place of indifference, 
and energy and enterprise become 
characteristic, first of the unit and 
then of the whole nation. ‘Tis a con- 
summation devoutly to be wished. 


Unionites Demanding More Wages. 

The union tile layers and glaziers 
of Chicago have quit work on the fin- 
ishing of a number of new apartment- 
houses in Chicago because their de- 
mand for increase of wages was not 
granted. Only about’ 400 men com- 
prise the complement of both unions. 
The tile setters have been receiving $5 
a day. and their carfare additional, 
and are now demanding $5.60 a day 
and carfare. Their helpers also ask 
increases. The glaziers ask an ad- 
vance of 5 cénts an hour. 

On the other hand their employers 
deciare that they have already been 
paying the highest wages in the trade 
in the United States, and that for 
many years the hours and working 
conditions have been the easiest and 
most favorable for any class of men 
employed in the building trades. Un- 
less the unions recede from their de- 
mands and the men return to work 
the operators will make an endeavor 
to obtain other men that the buildings 
on which work has been suspended 
may be finished. 


Unionism Extraordinary.

IN LITIGATION. 


Arizona Supreme Court Has Reversed 
Lower Court in Cieneguita 
Decision. 

The affairs of the Cieneguita Copper 
Company, which have been in litiga- 
tion for several years, have been fur- 
ther tangled by a decision of the Su- 
preme Court of Arizona, reversing that 
of the lower court, declaring the or- 
ganization of the Nevada company, 
which took over the assets of the Ari- 
zona corporation, void and appointing 
a receiver. The Cieneguita was organ- 
ized in Mexico, and a holding com- 
pany of the same name in Arizona. 
Later this company turned over its 
properties and stock to the company 
organized in Arizona, over the protest 
of minority stockholders, who brought 
suit to annul the transfer. The deci- 
sion was against the minority stock- 
holders, and on appeal was re- 
versed by the Supreme Court, accord- 
ing to a teler- 1m received here yes- 
terday. Nearly 400 shares are owned in 
California, it is asserted, and an effort 
will be made to reorganize under dif- 
ferent management.

Proachurst said “The Dollar Mark” 
was turned down by a prominent Net 
York manager because he—the man- 
ager—felt hat it wouldn't’ interest 
women. commented Broadhurst, 
“the better portion of its audiences 
have been women, and women have 
taken the keenest interest in it.” 

We had a heated argument over the 
reason therefor. 

Broadhurst maintained that it was 
because women in the past ten years 
had come to concern themselves more 
ani more with what interested their 
men folk. 

I held that it was because, during 
this same ten years, femiyinity has 
learned more of business and has be- 
come more practicaly informed con- 
cerning the evolution of the dollar than 
in all the years that havé gone before. 
There's probably truth in both of 
these hypotheses. 

“The Dollar Mark” evidences 
more concerning the new fashion in 
writing vdiays.

Naturally, such valuable estates can 
only be inherited under the most rigid 
laws; and hence it is that, now that 
the present Duke of Westminster has 
no male heir, title to the property 
must pase to the Duke's uncle, grand- 
uncle to the little Earl Grosvenor who 
recently died under an operation for 
appendicitis. a 

It seems that a strange fatality has 
always pursued the direct heirs to the 
Westminster dukedom. Two  Earis 
Grosvenor have passed away without 
coming into possession of the great 
estates which belonged to them. One 
died at the age of 31, leaving his fath- 
er in possession; while another died at 
5 years of age, leaving the property 
to the present Duke, who was a second 
son. An almost identical situation 
has arisen with reference to the pres- 
ent Duke. His son died before suc- 
ceeding, and the title goes back to the 
second son of the first Duke—uniless, 
of course, the present Duke should 
have another male heir. 

By the strange law of “primogeni- 
ture,” title to all land in England is 
vested in the eldest son; and the other 
children must content themselves with 
making their own livings the best way 
they know how. When disinherited 
by the law of the land, Lord Arthur 
Grosvenor turned his attention to a 
military career, and won distinction in 
the war with the Boers. On returning 
to England, he practically lived in re- 
tirement in the country. 

Lady Arthur Grosvenor, however, 
though her husband did not inherit 
any portion of the Westminster es-ja 
tates, possessed considerable wealth in 
her own right, being the daughter .of 
Sir Richard Sheffield. Lady Arthur 
Grosvenor is anything but “retiring” 
in disposition, and is one of the best 
known all round s tswomen in Eng- 
land. She has an abhorrence of con- 
ventional life; and gave ample evi- 
dence of this fact not long ago by 
buying a gypsy wagon and literally 
“tramping” about the country with it. 
She assumed the name of “Sarah 
Lee,” which she painted upon the 
caravan, and went through the for- 
mality of taking out a hawker's li- 
cense, so as not to be molested by the 
country police as she went from place 
to place. 

Lady Arthur Grosvenor’s adventures 
as a gypsy made her the talk of Eng- 
land for some little time; and quite 
a number of her society friends cut 
her because of her strange whim. 
She went all over England, however, 
and seldom took the trouble to explain 
her identity. On one or two occasions 
she found it necessary to extricate 
herself from an embarrassing position 
by letting it be known that she was a 
titled lady simply enjoying an outing. 
As a rule, English farmers are not at 
all partial to nomads of the tramp 
persuasion, as Lady Arthur Grosve-/ u 
nor often found to her great incon- 
venience. Gypsy. wagons are not per- 
mitted to camp by the roadside, nor 
can they occupy field or a meadow 
without the consent of the landlord. 
Lady Arthur Grosvenor on several oc- 
casions found great difficulty in ob- 
taining the necessary permission, and 
was often “moved on” by the poiice 
from place to place.

FRIARS INSIDE. 

Inside the Crisp mansion the idea of 
the friar is carried out with the same

Even the saints light bulbs 
have friars’ noses, which are turned 
up when the lights are on, down when 
they are off. An immense hallway, giv- 
ine one the impression of the interior 
of a cathedral, is carved in elaborate 
designs, in which every sort of friar 
imaginable is portrayed. 

This flower-fancying lawyer has a spe- 
cial fondness for American visitors 
who go over his grounds.

I knew that I had no right 
to interpolate the words, ‘All white 
men are created equal,” and so, by 
painting the letters of the word ‘men’ 
white, it reads ‘all white men are cre- 
ated equal,’ which, I take it, is the 
way in which the signers of the dec- 
laration meant it.”

| The wonderful thing about radium is that it is al- 
ways about 2% degrees Fahr. warmer than its sur- 
roundings—that is to say, it is continually giving off a 
| slight amount of heat. 


A peculiarity is that its powers diminish so slowly that 
it will retain its efficacy for a thousand years. Not 
only this, but it imparts its properties to everything 
| with which it is brought in contact. For instance, if a 
_ tube of radium be placed in water, the water will issue 
| rays. Not orfly this, but so will the vessel, while any 
| object put in the water will also become charged. 

Radium has most peculiar effects on the human sys- 
tem. It causes horribie sores, which are difficult to 
heal, while it will heal some of the most malignant. 
The man of science who was the first to experiment 
with radium was rendered so that the skin peeled off 
certain parts of his body, while he became unable to 
dress without assistance. 

It will cause complete blindness, yet it is probable 
that it will enable certain of the blind to see. A long 
course of exposure to its rays wil! cause paralysis of 
| the spina! cord, ending in death, yet it is possible to 
_ prolong life indefinitely by its aid. 

Some wonderful experiments have been conducted in 
which the lives of certain creatures have been pro- 
longed for over three times their natural span. Actu- 
ally it seems that it will indefinitely suspend all devel- 
opment.

Hats at £2000 Apiece. 

The cardinal’s hat, which a recent death has placed at 
the disposal of the Pope of Rome, will cost, whoever 
may be its recipient, certainly not less than £2000. 

This includes a variety of disbursements to all sorts 
of people, but the whole of them center round the all- 
important hat. 


Thus custom decrees that the officer of the Papal 
Guard, who is responsible for its safe custody while it 
is in process of delivery to the new cardinal, shall be 
presented with £200 in cash. and a gold ink pot worth 
£40. 


The actual bearer of the hat receives £400 in money, 
and a cross and missal of the value of £40. The secre- 
tary of the mission which accompanies it gets £60 


The cost of the registration of the patent is £8890. 
And between £200 and £300 has to be distributed in 
compulsory presents, when, at the Pontifical Court, the 
recipient balances it on ton of his head for the first and 
only time. 


For a cardinal's hat cannot be worn like any ordinary 
piece of headgear. Indeed, it is not really a hat at all, 
but a flat, pancake-like square of red cloth, destitute 
alike of either brim or crown. 

The first thing the new cardinal has to do, therefore, 
after paying out the £2000, is to go out and buy himself 
a hat which he can put on. Even this one is pretty ex- 
pensive, for there are only about half a dozen shops in 
Europe which stock them, and the proprietors naturally 
keep up the price to a remunerative level. 


It is, too, exceedingly heavy and uncomfotetinle, being 
composed of a kind of thick cardboard material, covered 
with the fine cloth used for billiard tables, but dyed, of 
course, a brilliant red, and it is ornamented with gold 
cord and tassels. It costs about £8, and four or five of 
them are needed by the cardinai every year. 

The £2000 hat hangs above the altar in the private 
chapel of His Eminence during his life, and at death is 
buried with him —[Pearson’s Weekly.

Tapping the Earth for Heat. 

Sir Willlam Ramsay's recent suggestion that the tn- 
terior heat of the earth might be tapped by means of a 
bore hole, is not exactly new.

wanderings of some of the more noted ocean derelicts. 
The lumber-laden schooner Fannie E. Wolston of 
| Bath, Me., was abandoned October 15, 1891, off Cape 
Hatteras, and. was finally seen three years later in lati- 
tude 39 degrees north and in the neighborhood of longi- 
tude 62 degrees west—having been rted nearly fifty 
times and having drifted approximately 9000 miles tn 
the itfterval. She was a good-sized craft of about 200 
tons, and would have been a dangerous obstacle to 
strike. Another lumber-laden vessel, the W. L. White, 
ras abandoned about eighty miles to the south and east 
of Absecon Light, New Jersey, om March 13, 1888. She 
drifted into the Gulf Stream and was carried north and 
east—from June to Octover, wandering about in the 
“Rolling Forties,” and thence floated eastward. strand- 
ing finally toward the end of January of the year fol- 
lowing on one of the Hebrides. During the period of 
her drifting She was reported nearly fifty times by pass- 
ing vessels, and her wanderings covered a distance of 
about 6000 miles. The history of the abandoned ship 
Fred B. Taylor stands quite alone in the annals of ocean 
_derelicets. In June of 1892 she was cut in two by the 
| Trave of the North German Lloyd, the collision taking 
place about 370 miles east of Sandy Hook. The bow 
and the stern halves drifted in entirely different direc- 
tions. The stern section being more out of water was 
naturally more influenced by winds than the nearly- 
submerged bow, which was acted upon more forcibly by 
the currents. The after end was blown northward and 
landed two months later on the coast of Maine, while 
the bow section did not disappear until September. The 
bark Vincenzo Perrotta was abandoned in September, 
ISS8S7, nearly 1500 miles east of Cape Hatteras. Early in 
April, 1889, she stranded upon Watling Island, West 
Indies, where Columbus is supposed to have made his 
first landing. She drifted about for 536 days, and cov-

One of our readers has a Norfolk Island pine that has 
been broken off near the ground and sent up five new 
shoots. He wishes to know how best an amateur may 
root cuttings from these tops if such methods of propa- 
gation are possible.

Bend the 
stem slightly backward from the cut, just enough to 
open the cut for the insertion of a small, thin, wooden 
wedge (this to keep the cut open.) Then all around the 
'eut bind florist’s moss or sphagnum. This ball of 
sphagnum should, in our dry climate, be six inches in 
diameter. This ball must never be allowed to get dry. 
As soon as roots show through the moss sever the rest 
of the stem and pot up; keep cool and protected from 
wind or draughts until well established.

FORTUNE Lerr EQUINE Per BY A Boston 
WOMAN AND Iris TREATED LIKE A PRINCE. 

[Boston Post:] An old bay horse, a wealthy and ec- 
centric Boston woman and an odd legacy probated last 
week have just made James Moriarity, a coachman. the 
leading figure in one of the queerest situations ever 
created by a woman's will 


A lifelong lover of dumb animals, Miss Mary B. Du- 
clos Snow, who rex ently died in Hartford, Conn.. left 
$32,500 to be paid in annual stipends on “the sliding 
scale” to her “faithful” coachman, James Moriarity, for 
the care of her pet horses. 

At the time when the will was made, nine years ago. 
five horses, each mentioned by name in the legacy, were 
alive, and the will provided that upon Mrs. Snow's 
death Moriarity should be paid a compensation of $2000 
per year from the trust fund so long as any three of the 
horses temained alive. and that after the death of four 
of the horses he shold receive $1500 annually until the 
demise of the last horse. When the last horse died. the 
coachman was to be given $800 per year out of the fund 
until his death.

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HAT horticulture is an inexact scier 

fi ever disputed, yet it seems that we should know 
some things about it, some times, and not be guess- 

ing at it all the time. But what a shock It is to scien- 
tific research and practice to learn, for example, that 
there is nothing real in the use of resistant grape stock 
to prevent the destruction of vines by the phy!loxera. 
While the world was finding out this fact, if it is a 
fact, the vine growers have been exploited to a finish 
with high-priced resistants with: hyphenated names 
sometimes to the extent of paying $1.50 for a single 
“pedigreed” vine of minus value. Of course, Belgian 
hares sold at a far higher price, even to $590 for a 
buck with a royal name; ginseng seed has brought its 
weight in gold or perhaps In diamonds; eucalyptus land 
is quoted at a fleure that would confine Rockefeller’s 
realty to a small farm, and our new fruit “creations” 
may be held beyond the reach of even the well-to-do 
if the capitalists who now control the Burbank output 
are anxious to realize promptly upon their investment. 
It is true that no matter bow hare-brained the pub- 
lic have been. or how prone the people may be in the 
_future to jump into fads without awaiting the tedious 
but necessary test of practical experience, we know that 
finally demonstration will not be demanded solely by 
the Missourian, and that science wil] be required to 
bring ite forces to bear upon practical proof and con- 
clusion. I am not in the habit of involving sentences, 
although I write for an educated class of people. So I 
will put it this way: Horticultural science must give 
as much attention to doing thines as it is now devoting 
to knowing things. Had it been given to this habit 
more thoroughly in the past, all France would not now 
be abandoning the use of resistant vines, nor all Cali- 
fornia going along blindly in their use because it ts 
known that phylloxera cannot materially injure resis- 
tant roots. It will soon be dawning upon our people 


that they should have protected their “vinifera” grape, 


roots against the introduction of the phylloxera. Had 
this plan been adopted twenty-five years ago and thor- 
oughly enforced (which could have been done with 10 
per cent. of the money lost from phylloxera and spent 
upon resistants,) a better and more abundant harvest 
would now be forthcoming from every vineyard.

Fault Not the Fertilizer’s. 


MET a farmer recently w’.o had a grievance against 
I. prominent fertilizer company, and he asked me to 
condemn a certain brand of goods because it did not 
prove satisfactory in use. Of course I cannot do this. 
It may be that the agent of the fertilizer company forgot 
to tell the farmer that the “goods” would prove of little 
value in the inert soil to which it was applied, or the 
agent may not have known anything about the condi- 
tion of the soil. A great deal of disappointment and 
loss might be obviated if it were distinctly understood 
that no fertilizing material, either in its natural state 
or acidulated will give the best and most permanent 
results umess applied along with decaying organic 
matter. The complainant in this case had his trees 
stimulated for a time with the commercial fertilizer 
used, but the reaction upon the trees, after the well- 
digested material had been utilized, many have brought 
the orchard to a lower condition than if no stimulant 
had been applied. The point is that this commercial 
manure had done just what it was manufactured to do, 
hut under conditions not intended to be met by the 
manufacturer, and consequently the farmer, or the soil 
itself. was responsible for the failure. 

Orcnara fertilization is one of the most complicated 


matters the fruit grower has to administer. The very 
fact that our output of citrus fruits hangs closely about 
the 20,000-car mark year after year, though the citrus 
acreage has been enormously increased, is proof enough 
that we are not lessening the complications. The or-

I conctude that {In addition to the high quality of the 
present Legislature, a large majority of the members 
are in direct sympathy wit’: horticultural affairs. Many 
of them are professional men and fruit growers also. 
One of the greatest and most successful lawyers in the 
Senate told me he had made as much money by farm- 
ing as by the practice of law. He was given charge of 
one of our most important bills and put it through with 
signal ability. The fact is farming, and especially fruit 
growing, has become fashionable among professional 
and commercial men. There is now no line between 
the farmer and the denizen of the city. Country homes, 
better transportation, telephones, rural conveniences of 
all kinds, educatiogal advantages and -secial life have 
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combined already to unify our best interests. They 
have given us better representatives, more sympathetic 
officials toward country life and a better understanding 
of the country requirements than prevails in perhaps 
any other Staie. It is not a chance, nor a mere fluke 
that our legislators are playing fair with the country- 
men of California. It is a habit, or soon will be, and 
for which we give thanks. 


Postage Stamp Rates. 


MOVEMENT of some importance Is on foot in the 

Ti cceremtento and San Joaquin fruit centers to induce 
the transcontinental lines to place deciduous fruit ship- 
ments upon the same basis as those of citrus fruits, 
The rate is now $1.45 per hundred to central points, | 
while that of oranges is $1.15 to the same places. If © 
the postaze-stamp rate were applied to deciduous fruits, 
the shippers claim it would aid them in securing a 
greater and more genera! distribution of their fresh 
fruits, which must prevail else the business will lan- , 
euish and great losses occur. | 

The Southern Pacific holds In rejoinder that there 
are several differences between deciduous and citrus 
fruits in shipment, from the carrier’s point of view. 
Citrus fruits move practically all the year, and the 
greater portion of the crop moves without refrigera- 
tion: there is less hazard in handling it, and more ton- 
nage can be loaded upon a refrigerator car than is the 
case with pears, peaches or grapes. Moreover, the rail- 
road company fears to attempt the postage-stamp rate 
with the deciduous fruit shippers for fear their eastern 
connecting lines may make trouble about it. If any 
change in rates is attempted, much less the whole 
scheme of deciduous rate making, the California ship- 
pers would be in danger of greater tariffs, say the rall- 
road people, and well-enough had better be left alone. 

Meantime, the railroad has offered to take off 15 
cents a hundred from the [ndlanapolis rate, 5 cents and 
10 cents from two other rates, and let it go at that. The 
fruit growers’ committee has not yet accepted the sop 
offered, but are plaving for greater reductions.
